You ask whether the Board of Education possesses the requisite authority to amend the above-
referenced regulations.

Section 22.1-16 vests the Board of Education with the authority to promulgate such regulations as may
be necessary to carry out its powers and duties and the provisions of Title 22.1. In addition, Chapter 12 of
Title 22.1 sets forth additional authority of the Board over matters relating to pupil transportation, and
specifically authorizes or directs certain regulatory activity. Accordingly, it is my view that the Board
possesses the requisite authority to adopt and amend the above-referenced regul ations.
